Effects of Dry Weather Aggravated-Jjy 


Ravages of

Washington, D. C.,'1 June 5.—Prac- 


tically an entire absence of rain over 
a large part of the Missouri and up- 
per Mississippi valleys has intensified 
the drought conditions previously ex- 
isting in these districts, 
while the 


greater part of the region extending 
from the east gulf coast to. the lower 
lake region and New England suffer- 
ed further from excessive rains. 


On the whole the week has been un 


favorable to corn, which, owing to 
low temperatures, has made 
very 


slow growth throughput the principal 
corn states, damage by cut worm's be 
ing exclusive?y reported. 
' 


Harvesting has begun as far north 


as Arkansas, and will begin in Kan- 
sas about the 15th. 
The crop in 


Oregon has improved, and in Cali- 
fornia, where harvest is beginning, 
the largest yield in many 
years is 


promised. 
Spring wheat is 'gener- 


ally in need of rain throughout the 
spring wheat region, especially in 
the Dakotas. The crop has, however, 
made fair (progress .in portions of 
the Dakotas, and nowithstanding the 
dry weather in Minnesota has made 
good growth. 


Transplanting of tobacco has made 


progress in Maryland, Virginia and 
Tennessee under favorable conditions 
In Kentucky about half 'of the crop 
has been transplanted, but the plants 
are small and are not starting well. la 
the Carolinas tobacco is

from heavy rains.

Chicago. 
Even the large universi- 


ties and colleges know of them only 
"by hearing and it speaks wonders 
for the Janesville High school and 
lor the young men that the experi- 
ments should 
have been produced 


here. 


The scientific facts regarding the 


experiments 
fol'ow: 
During the 


•world's fair in Chicago, the world was 
astonished by Tesla's electrical ex- 
periments. 
He produced an electri- 


cal current of enormous voltage and 
rapid alternations. 
By means of an 


invention which he called an oscil- 
lator, he gave experimnets which un- 
•til recently have never been dupli- 
cated. 
He upset all accepted theor- 


ies by taking the enormous voltage 
of 500,000 vo'ts 
through his body, 


demonstitating i|s entire harmless- 
ness when all the world had sup- 
posed it to be fatal. 


A short time -afterward Tesla pro- 


duced the remarkable effect of vac- 
•uum. tube lighting and it was these 
-two experiments which were given 
•at the high school last evening. No 
one has ever been able to reproduce 
"them until a short time ago, when 
Trof. Abbott of Chicago, accomplished 
the same resxilts by means of a dif- 
ferent set of instruments, operating 
•with an alternating current. 


Edward "Wray saw Prof. Abbott's 


•experiment and determined to secure 
it if possible for his graduation thes- 
is. He went to Chicago and not only 
succeeded in receiving instructions 
Irom Prof. Abbott but secured the 
Ttse of part of his apparatus, which 


which changed the direct current to 
an alternating current of 46B alter- 
nations. 
This current was passed 


through a step-up transformer which 
doubled the alternations and after- 
wards through a condenser with 
a 


spark gap which increased the num- 
ber of alternations to 300,000 with a 
pressure of 10,000 volts. 


At this point the current is very 


dangerous and would cause instant 
death. It is the extreme voltage used 
at Sing Sing for electrocution pur- 
poses. 
The current is then passed 


through an induction coil which 
in- 


creases the alternations to 600,000

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Three Men Who Were Extradited 


to Canada, Commit Murder. 


A BOLD DASH 
FOR FREEDOM. 


Mf •!" Toasea Rerolvera Into the Car- 


riage Taktnff Them from Court to the 
Jail—Ca« Weapon* with Effect—All 
AT* Recaptured. 


Toronto, Ont., June 5. — Murder was 


done t>y the three bank robbers -re- 
cently brought here from Chicago, in 
a desperate attempt to free themselves. 
There was a fierce battle fought in the 
narrow confines of a carriage, a dash' 
for freedom to a passing trolley car, 
a fusllade of bullets and the fugitives 
•were borne back to jail with the crime 
of assassination added to their other 
numerous crimes. . Frank Rutledge, 
Fred Rice and Frank Jones, wanted 
for the looting of a bank at Aurora 
and captured in the United States, ar- 
rived here recently In the custody of 
Chicago policemen, with Detective Mc- 
Grath in charge. The trio of fugitives 
•were taken from the jail and arraigned 
Jn court for preliminary hearing. On 
the return journey to the jail the three 
.were hanflcuffed together and placed 
in a closed carriage in the custody of 
Constables Boyd and Stewart. Just as 
the jail was in sight a well-dressed 
young man sprang from the sidewalk 
and ran alongside the carriage. He 
gained the open window and called 
a word ol warnnig that was unintelligi- 
ble to the officers. An instant later an 
old soft felt hat flashed through the 
carriage window and fell into Rut- 
ledge's lap. Constable Stewart di- 
vined that somethinng was amiss, but 
before he could move Jones had seized 
«p6n the hat with his free hand and 
shaken from its lining three loaded 


' revolvers. 
Each of 
the 
handcuffed 


captives snatched up a 
weapon 
and 


opened fire upon their two guards. A 
bullet from Jones' gun struck 'Consta- 
ble Boyd in the breast and he fell back 
among the cushions, dead. 
All three 


of the prisoners then directed their 
fire upon Officer Stewart, fully a dozen 
shots being fired. 
They forced open 


the carriage door and sprang into the 
Btreet. At the moment a trolley car 
•was passing and they 
boarded 
the 


Iront platform, their, arms still man- 
acled together. Jones leveled a pistol 
at the motorman and ordered him to 
increase the speed of the car, threaten- 
ing death if he failed to obey. 
The 


motorman shut off the electric current, 
and turned to do battle, with the mo- 
tor handle for his only weapon. Con- 
Btable Stewart had followed -the fugi- 
tives and boarded tbe rear of the car. 
He opened fire on them and wounded 
Jones so severely in the arm that It Is 
thought, he may die. The reports of 
the revolvers attracted other 
officers 


and Jones, Rutledge and 
Rice 
were 


captured. They were placed in a pris- 
on van and borne off to the jail with 
a frenzied mob in their wake shouting 
lor their lives.

LOVE CAUSES DOUBLE TRAGEDY 


Francisco Alnuku Kllli Mm. Fain and

New York, June 5.—Francisco Alas- 


ko, 22 years old, shot and killed his 
first cousin, Mrs. Angelina Fala, 27 
years old, in the woman's home today 
and then committed suicide by shoot- 
ing himself in the breast. The trag- 
edy occurred in a tenement at 163 
Elizabeth street, a poor part of the 
city. Alasko was in love with the 
woman. This morning Fala went out 
to buy millc and bread for the break- 
fast. He was gone fifteen minutes and 
when he returned to his rooms at a 
quarter to 6 he was met at the thresh- 
old of his rooms by his daughter, Car- 
melia, who cried \ "Oh, papa! papa! 
Francisco has shot mamma!" A po- 
liceman took Fala and the two chil- 
dren to the station house. The police 
at first believed that the husband had 
killed his wife and Alasko, in a fit of 
jealousy. Fala was held a prisoner aa 
a "suspicious person," but his inno- 
cence was apparently established by 
the straightforward story of the trag- 
edy told by his little daughter, who 
said Alasko had done the shooting.'
